Prepares Man 


s¢@INCF education consists es- 

sentially in preparing man 
for what he must be, and for what 
he must do here below, in order to 
attain the sublime end for which 
he was creatéd, it is clear that 
there can be no true education 
which is not wholly directed to 
man’s last end, and that in the pre- 
sent order of Providence, since 
God has revealed Himself to us in 
the Person of His Only Begotten 
son, Who alone is ‘the Way, the 
Truth and the Life’, there can be 
no ideally perfect education which 
is not Christian Education.”

In it the mental and phy- 
sical progress are cared for. but 
never to the exclusion of man’s all- 
important purpose in life —to 
know, to love and serve God, that 
the man truly educated may pos- 
sess His loving Make: in Eternity. 

A school which fails to do this 
can never satisfy the Catholic 
heart. That is why Catholics have 
raised up in this country over 10,- 
000 schools in which our Faith is 
not added to the life of the student, 
but becomes his very life. How 
proud we should be to know that 
our children, so early in life, are 
trained to fulfil properly their 
duties to God and their neighbor. 
How satisfying it must be to any 
parish to know that a Catholic 
school, erected as an integral part 
of its existence, gives promise of 
its continuance and steady growth. 

The thought, too, that our Cath- 
olic schools perpetuate the ambi- 
tions, the ideals of the founders of 
this Republic should evoke a feel- 
ing of satisfaction in the Catholics 
of the land. The schools were 
homes of learning in which religion 
held its proper place.

WHOSE FAULT IS IT? 


The Parent Is Responsible for the Formation 
of the Character of the Child.

r: human nature the Creator 
has’ implanted. an __ instinct 
which urges man to love and care 
for children. Of course, he will 
love his own children, but this in- 
stinct impels him to revere child- 
hood and provide for the welfare of 
all children. 

In the foundation of any com- 
munity, provision is made for the 
protection and training of the chil- 
dren. In every code of laws there 
is evidence that the lawmaker con- 
sidered the physical and moral wel- 
fare of the child. Parents are com- 
pelled to feed, clothe and educate 
their children. Around those chil- 
dren the state builds a cordon of 
laws. to protect them from abuse 
and evil influence. Men know that 
the welfare of their institutions de- 
pends upon the character of their 
descendants. The child of today is 
the man of tomorrow. 

The parent is the natural guard- 
ian of his child. He is responsible 
for its existence, He must be re- 
sponsible for its formation. He 
has, therefore, an inalienable right 
to educate his child or choose the 
teacher who will educate it. Now, 
the child is a composite being. It 
is made up of soul and body. Each 
of these elements needs develop- 
ment and training. But education 
is mental and moral. It must reach 
the soul and affect all the facul- 
ties. The principal facuKies are 
mind and heart. They include mem- 
ory, imagination, and. especially 
conscience. Real education im- 
plies the development of them ail. 


ing. No one can live right who 
does not think right, choose right 
and act right, Education teaches 
and enables man to know his 
purpose and to employ his gifts of 


soul and body to carry it out, But 


Lay 


the right use of the gifts is posi- 
tive and negative. You must know 
how to control them and refrain 
from actions which waste or abuse 
them. This knowledge appears in 
self-control, patience, endurance, 
self-denial.and sacrifice. Man can- 
not seek what he does not know. 
Neither will he seek what he does 
not love. Yet, to be useful, to live 
right some men have to live and 
work for others. At times they 
will have to endure, suffer and die 
that other men may live. In fact, 
no human life is really noble which 
does not devote itself to service. 
This is only another way of saying 
that man is created to know, love 
and serve God and his neighbor. 
While he may and should seek hap- 
piness, he must sometimes post- 
pone his happiness in the interest 
of duty. He must sometimes be 
content to let the lamp of his life 
burn out that other men may see. 
He must use body, mind, heart and 
will not to enjoy or consume, but 
to give and produce. 

That man is a failure who does 
not, in some way, enrich the world. 
He may only dig a ditch, or plant 
a tree, or raise a child, but in some 
way he must assert his presence 
here, and produce something for 
his fellow men. Men like this do 
not just grow. They are the pro- 
duct of education. 


The Foundation of Character 


Education is really the founda- 
tion of character, and character is 
that quality of mind and heart 
which makes men recognize and 
love truth, justice and goodness. 
There is only one way to educate.

Teaching of Virtue Is 
Most Important 


N the 118th Psalm, which is 

read by every priest in the 
Sunday Office, we read: “Goodness 
and discipline and knowledge teach 
me, O Lord.” 

In these words the prophet Dav- 
id, who lived thirty centuries ago, 
prayed for the kind of education 
which the Catholic school of to-day 
imparts to her children. David ask- 
ed God to teach him those three 
things in the order named. 

The Catholic Church, which re- 


iceived from Christ the command to 


teach, emphasizes in her educa- 
tional system the three forms of 
culture for which David prayed, 
and in the order of their import- 
ance lists them just as David did, 
namely (1) goodness, or virtue; 
(2) discipline, or the training of 
the will; and (3) knowledge, or the 
culture of the mind. 

In every secular educational sys- 
tem the culture of the mind holds 
the first place, although there are 
those who maintain that physical 
culture is fast overtaking mental 
culture. But the cultivation of the 
will, which faculty more than any 
other makes us what we are, is 
neglected; and the cultivation of 
the conscience for the promotion of 
goodness and virtue in the student 
is not regarded as a function of ed- 
ucation at all, 

Now, evidently, the culture of 
the mind alone will have no necés- 
sary effect on the salvation of the 
student, which should be a para- 
mount concern. The culture of 
mind, without the culture of 
conscience and will, may even be- 
come very harmful both to the in- 
dividual and to society. Cleverness 
of mind not counterbalanced by 
goodness of heart, and not directed 
by the compass of conscience, has 
caused the financial ruin of many, 
and placed the clever ones, college 
graduates, behind prison bars. 

Understand that the Catholic 
Church does not underestimate the 
value of mind culture, which is not 
effected, as is commonly believed, 
by filling the memory with facts. 
In her system of schools she 
teaches all the branches of secular 
knowledge included in the public 
school curriculum, and in addition 
instructs the mind in facts and 
truths supernatural. 

But cultivation of the will, by 
which man’s lower nature is held 
in check, by which he is enabled to 
rise higher and higher in his man- 
hood, which makes the observance 
of the Commandments of God easy, 
which makes society safer, which 
makes business more honest, poli- 
tics cleaner, is more important 
than knowledge. 

Then the growth of the soul in 
God’s love, in virtue, in Christian 
perfection, is the most important 
of all. 

The School of Life 


When we speak of education we 
usually think of school, while it is 
the education which follows gradu- 
ation from school that is the more 
important. During our school days 
we learn fundamental facts, learn 
theories, and learn how to study. 
Education is intended to be made 
practical, to be serviceable in our 
post-school day life. There are 
other things to be learned besides 
reading and writing and arithme-

Chicago’s Health Chief 
Praises Sisters’ Work 
In City’s “Pest House” 


Chicago.—Vividly portraying the 
dangers and discomforts of their 
work at the “pest house” of Chi- 
cago in 1882, Dr. Herman N. 
Bundesen, president Chicago board 
of health, paid a high tribute to 
the devotion and skill of the Sis- 
ters of the Poor Handmaids of 
Jesus Christ, who this year com- 
plete their fiftieth year as nurses 
and managers of the Chicago Con- 
tagious Disease Hospital. 

Dr. Bundesen’s letter called at- 
tention to the fact that the Sisters 
fifty years ago undertook work 
that “no group other than the de- 
voted Sisters would do” and the 
writer expressed the fervent hope 
that as soon as the city’s financial 
condition improves a modern hos- 
pital plant will be erected for con- 
tagious disease patients, as a token 
of the city’s appreciation of the 
long and faithful service of the 
Sisters. Dr. Bundesen recalled the 
early days of the Sisters’ labors 
when smallpox was a scourge, men- 
tioning especially the year 1894 
when there were 2,500 cases in the 
city. 

The Sisters came to undertake 
the care of contagious disease pa- 
tients in September, 1881, when a 
Sister, who had been nursing a 
smallpox patient in a private home 


contracted the disease and was 


sent to the “pest house.” Two 
other Sisters went along to nurse 
her. At that time the “pest house” 
consisted of ramshackle buildings, 
supplemented by tents when epi- 
demics lasted. The Sisters also 
nursed other patients there, aiding 
a man and his wife, the only previ- 
ous personnel. 

Within a short time the patients 
expressed a wish to have the skill- 
ed Sisters care for them perman- 
ently, and in 1882 the city by ordi- 
nance turned over the nursing and 
administration of the hospital to 
the nuns. Four Sisters began the 
work, one of whom, Venerable Sis- 
ter M. Ermalinda, was superinten- 
dent of the hospital from 1882 un- 
til her death in 1912. Venerable 
Sister M. Regina, her successor, 
has held the position for twenty 
years to date. 

One of the Sisters, in telling of 
the .=history of the hospital today, 
said that the Sisters “loved the 
work” and as proof pointed to one 
aged Sister who had been trans- 
ferred back to the hospital, at her 
request, four times.

Memphis, Tenn.—When the Most 
Rev. Alphonse J. Smith, Bishop of 
Nashville, turned the key in the 
door leading to the cloistered part 
of the Poor Clares monastery at 
Frayser Station, recently, it mark- 
ed the formal establishment of the 
first house of this austere religious 
Order in this section of the South, 

From the first, the establishment 
of this monastery at Frayser Sta- 
tion has created widespread inter- 
est among non-Catholics. Some of 
this curiosity was inspired by the 
old false notion that such convents 
are something of prison homes. 
But, when given the opportunity to 
visit the new monastery following 
its formal opening on May 29, the 
people availed themselves of every 
opportunity to inspect the home. 
They learned that the Sisters lead 
a secluded, cloistered life, that they 
pledge themselves to a life of pray- 
er, that they live with great frugal- 
ity, that they never come in con- 
tact with the outside world, but 
that they are anything but prison- 
ers. From that time on, they ac- 
cepted the new religious foundation 
with a different spirit. Several 
thousand visitors inspected the new 
monastery prior to its formal es- 
tablishment. 

There are but eight foundations 
of the Poor Clares in the United 
States. The monastery here is sit- 
uated in a quaintly beautiful loca- 
tion. In the grounds is the widely- 
known shrine of Our Lady of the 
Grotto, where large numbers of pil- 
grims, non-Catholics as well as 
Catholics, stop to pray. The Grotto, 
being outside the cloister walls, 
will still be open to the public.

“Keonomy” is the watchword of everybody. Its 
practice by individuals who could afford to spend more 
is prolonging the financial depression. The tax-payer— 
and the poorest person pays heavy taxes at least in- 
directly—can find relief only if governments, Federal, 
State and local adopt economy measures. This implies 
that waste must be eliminated, unnecessary enterprises 
discontinued, and :all public works, including education, 
be operated by reduced budgets. | 

England has shown us how to do it. Without sacri- 
ficing efficiency she has greatly reduced her “Education 

. Budget” and will trim it even more. Writing on this 
subject an Englishman says: 

“The need for economical spending still persists, 
and to some people the simplest solution lies in finding 
the service which can most readily be tapped, and by 
cutting down expenditure on that service save money 
which may later be spent on some less necessary object. 

The attempt to cut down educational expenditure is jus- 
- tifiable where it is proved that such expenditure is 
wasteful. 


“In this connection, it must. be remembered ‘that 
no conclusion can:be drawn as to the reasonableness or 
otherwise of educational expenditure until that expendi- 

‘ture is brought into relation with other items in the 
. badgets both of the State and of private individuals.’ 
“Whether such expenditure is a burden depends not 
‘upon who spends ‘it so much as upon the objects on 
which it is spent. If a thing is desirable and urgently 
necessary, then expenditure upon it must be borne. 


Proportionate Expenditure 
“What proportion, then, does educational expendi- 
ture bear to the total expenditure on national services? 
This was the question asked in the House of Commons 
by Sir W. Jenkins (Labour—Neath). Mr. Ramsbotham 
replied that in 1913-14 the expenditure of the Board of 
Education was £14,000,000, or 7.4 percent. of the total 


national expenditure for that year. In 1931-32 it was 
£45,700,000, or 5.4 per cent, 


“In reply to a further question, it was stated that in 
the day-to-day administration of the Board a close scru- 
tiny is made of every proposal for new expenditure, and 
that, apart from the savings effected by the Economy 
Act, 1931, the Board’s estimate for this year provides 
for a reduction of £258,377 as compared with last year. 


“Again, the spending on new buildings has been 
curtailed, since from October, 1931, to May, 1932, the 
Board sanctioned for all purposes £7,250,000 less. capi- 
tal expenditure than in the corresponding period of the 
previous year, and this means that a saving of £435,000 
in lean charges, which would have fallen on the rates 
and taxes, has been effected. 


Voluntary Effort 
“There is another so-called saving which is being 
effected by the nation at the expense of those who sup- 
port the voluntary schools. This is not really a saving 
at all.

These important omissions 
are coming to be clearly perceived 
and widely discussed by non-Cath- 
olic educators. It is not my pur-) 
pose to consider these negative de— 
fects, but to call attention, first, to 


the existence of certain positive | 


teachings in secular education 
which are harmful ‘and, secondly, 
to draw therefrom certain import- 
ant conclusions. 

SCIENCE: There is a wide- 
spread tendency today to inclide 
under the name of Science fiany 
different subjects which are’ not 
science. To some extent at least 
this is done in order to gain there- 
by for certain minor subjects some 
of the solid importance which 
rightly belongs to every truly ex- 
perimental science. Chemistry and 
Physics are two examples of 
science, which have made stupend- 
ous progress by the use of the ex- 
perimental method. This method 
actually began three hundred years 
ago with Galileo. Essentially an 
experiment is a question put to 
nature. An experiment is devised to 
answer that question; then a con- 
clusion is drawn. In such sciences 
the experiment is performed again 


by other experts and the conclu- |: 


sions are checked. This a@itimately 
guards against errors. The result 
is a vast body of facts and laws 
based on the experimental method, 
which are a permanent and final 
¢ontribution to the knowledge of 
mankind. This is the highest type 
of science. There is another method 
based not on experiment, but on 
extensive observations and sound 
logic which also merits respect. 
Some parts of astronomy and parts 
of geology are of this type. Then, 
there are fields of so-called science, 
in which the experimental method 
can not be used—fields in which 
only inconclusive experiments or 
none can be devised. There are 
other fields in which sound con- 
clusions can not be drawn because 
sufficiently extensive observations 
are unavailable. Thus, there has 
arisen the vast domain of psendo- 
science in which theory, specula- 


‘tion, and faulty logic are rampant. 


This domain overlaps many fields. 
Let us observe two examples. 
PSYCHOLOGY: Psychology is 


a highly important subject because | 


of its practical bearing on educa- 
tional procedure and on pérsona! 
conduct. In modern secular educa- 
tion it has not the same meaning 
which it formerly had. Even the 
word implies that it is a teaching 
dealing with the human soul; but 
to-day it does not even assume that 
man has a soul. One of the features 
connected with the study at the 
present time is extensive experi- 
mentation on animals and conclus- 
ions therefrom. | 

About ten years ago, a European 
psychologist, in the modern sense 
of the word, came to this country 


He received widespread notice, and, 
he has beeome wealthy through the 
tremendous sales of his books. In 
these: “he seeks to officiate as 
pedagogue, scientist, philosopher, 
and priest.”

SILVER JUBILEE 


One of the happiest moments in 
the life history of the Rev Stanis- 
laus A. Gruza, C. S. C., occurred 
twenty-five years ago when he 
celebrated his first Holy Mass on 
July 28, 1907, in St. Stanislaus’ 
church. Last Sunday Father Gruza, 
now pastor of St. Hedwige’s 
church, was celebrant at similar 
services, which commemorated his 
silver jubilee as a priest. 

At 7:30 o’clock Father Gruza 
entered the church, led by a pro- 
cession which included the Chil- 
dren of Mary Society, Ushers’ So- 
ciety, Altar boys and clergy. He 
celebrated Solemn High Mass, as- 
sisted by the Rev. Alfred B. Roy, 
C.S.C., assistant general of the 
Congregation of the Holy Cross in 
Canada, as deacon; the Rev. 
Thomas Crumley, C.S.C., of Notre 
Dame, as subdeacon; and the Rev. 
Casimir J. Witucki, C.S.C., assis- 
tant pastor, as master of cere- 
monies. 


The Rev. Casimir Satuczko, C. 
8.C., pastér of the Holy Trinity 
parish in Chicago, delivered a spe- 
cial sermon on the occasion. Semi- 
narians from Notre Dame, Edmund 
‘Mnichowski, C.S.C.,. Theodore 
Buezynski, C.S.C., and Raymond 
Slupikowski, C.8.C., served the 
Mass. 


The day’s festivities were cli- 
maxed in the evening when Father 
Gruza was honored with a banquet 
in the parish auditorium. Father 
Witucki, honorary chairman ef the 
jubilee, opened the program, and 
Father Sztuczko, pastor of St. 
Stanislaus’, rendered the invoca- 
tion. Father Gapczynski, of La- 
Porte, said the prayers after the 
program was completed. 

Speakers included B. E. Magiere, 
general chairman of the jubilee 
committee; the Rev. John Cava- 
neungh, C.S.C., president emeritus 
of Notre Dame; the Very Rev. 
George Sauvage, C.S.C., procurator 
general of the Holy Cross Congre- 
gation, residing in Rome; Mayor 
William R. Hinkle, Mrs. Sophia 
Luzny, assistant chairman of the 
inbilee committee; the Rev. Mich- 
ael ©.

Dame in 1904. After completing 
a course in theology and philo- 
sophy in Washington, D. C., Father 
Gruza was ordained a subdeacon, 
- Bec. 22, 1906, by the Most Rev. 
Bishop Curtis, and on June 21, the 
following year, was ordained to the 
priesthood. He was appointed as- 
sistant pastor of St. Casimir’s par- 
ish following his ordination, later 
being sent to Holy Trinity parish 
in Chicago. 

During a tour of European coun- 
tries in 1925, Father Gruza re- 
ceived the appointment as pastor 
of St. Hedwige’s parish. 

One of the greatest achieve- 
ments of Father Gruza during his 

rate was the founding of St. 
Hedwige’s high school in 1928. The 
school is a recognized asset to the 
ishioners and to the Poles of 
South Bend and northern Indiana.

LONDON — Champagne, like 
those other famous drinks known 
as Benedictine and Chartreuse, was 
the invention of a monk. This little 
known fact was brought to public 
notice when an English and Amer- 
ican party consisting of seventy 
writers and journalists made a re- 
markable journey from London to 
Rheims to assist at the unveilin 
of a mural panel to the memory of 
Dom Perignon who, 250 years ago, 
put the bubbles in Champagne, _

Made Discovery In 1682. 
Dom Pierre Perignon had been 
cellarer of the Abbey of Hautvill- 
ers for 14 years before he made his 
discovery in 1682. Up till that 
time wine bottles had never been 
sealed with a cork, but with. wads 
of wool or flax steeped in oil. This 
old-time stopper kept the wine in 
effectively, but it did not permit 
fermentation. 


When Dom Perignon first used 
the cork he watched the effect on 
the wine almost day and night. At 
the end of his experments -he ‘had 
discovered sparkling ~wine—cham- 
pagne. Ever since then prospérity 
has smiled upon that part of 


ignon is held in high esteem and 
there are public statues in his hon- 
or, statues which show the old 
monk holding a frothing bottle of 
wine. 


The monks at MHautvillers in 
those days were Benedictines. 
Parts of the abbey still exist, 
though there are no monks there 
now. In Dom Perignon’s day the 
monks were great wine makers and 
the famous old monk had a posi- 


tion of great responsibility. 


Upon his taste depended the re- 
putation of the abbey for the pro- 
duction of the finest wines in the 
district. It is recorded of him that 
in his old age, when he was blind, 
his remarkable palate was still re- 
lied upon and the grapes from dif- 
ferent vineyards were brought. to 
him and from their taste he gave 
directions for the proper mixing of 
the varieties. 


Monument Unveiled. 


To the honor of Dom Perignon 
a bas relief monument was un- 
veiled, in the presence of the Lon- 
don newspapermen and others from 
various parts of Europe,. by the 
Archbishop of Rheims, Msgr. Su- 
hard, with the assistance of his 
auxiliary, Msgr.

Marriages Dropped 
68,477 Last Year 


| WASHINGTON—The number 
of marriages in the United States 


oe in 1931 was 1,060,095, as compar- 


ed with 1,128,572 in 1930, and the 
number of divorces last year was 
183,695, as compared with 191,591 
the previous year. 

The decrease in marriages, ac- 
cording to a census report, was 
68,477, or 6.1 per cent, while the 
decrease in divorces was 7,896, or 
compared with 
1930. The decrease from 1929 to 
1930 in marriages was 8.4 per cent 
and in divortes 4.9 per cent. 


In 1931 for the United States as 
a-whole the relative number of 
marriages was 5.8 to each divorce, 
jas against 5.9 in 1930, New York 
State and the District of Colum- 
bia, each of which has but one 
canse for absolute divorce, report- 
ed 22.4 and 24.7 marriages for 
each divorce, respectively, while in 
other States the rates ranged 
from.

The decrease in illiteracy, ac- 
cording to a census report, has been 
steady in the past four decades, 
dropping from 13.3 per cent in 
1890 to 10.7 in 1900, 7.7 in 1910, 
6 in 1920 and 4.3 in 1930. The Cen- 
sus Bureau defines as illiterate any 
person 10 years of age or over who 
is unable to read and write in any 
language, 

Only 420,538 of those returned 
as illiterate in 1930 were under 21 
years of age, while 3,863,215. were 
21 years old or over. Males num- 
bered 2,198,293 and females 2,085,- 
460.

| YOUR CHILD'S 
NEXT SCHOOL 


ERRORS FOUND IN SCHOOL 
SURVEY 


Recently Dr. George D. Strayer 
of Columbia University together 
with a staff of experts was called 
into consultation by the City of 
Chicago for purposes of diagnosing 
some of the ailments that apparent- 
ly threaten the system of public 
education. One hundred thousand 
dollars were expended for this “ex- 
pert” advice. Now, having been 
aroused to thought, several gentle- 
men have commenced detecting 
various errors in the “expert” re- 
port. In one instance, according to 
the Chicago Daily Tribune of July 
9, 1932, the item concerned some 
$800,000. Another inaccuracy crept 
in with regard to an oversight of 
some item amounting to $2,400,000. 
Ridiculously, in still another matter 
the completion of five schools was 
recommended; however, no allow- 
ance of any kind was made for 
equipment within these buildings. 
Perhaps after complete scrutiny of 
the “expert’s report” the people of 
the Chicago school board will come 
to the conclusion that they might 
have more profitably paid off some 
of the back salaries of teachers 
with the sum of one hundred thou- 
sand dollars. Possibly it may seem 
sacrilegious to brand such methods 
as inane and futile and an extrava- 
gant waste. None the less, such it 
is. 

Public Has a Right to Know 

Free schools, according to Supt. 
Bogan of Chicago, face a crisis. 
“Education has been living in a 
fool’s Paradise,” so he_ claims. 
“Free public education was once a 


charity of the rich. Now it is the 


heritage of the poor, which society 
can destroy at its own peril. 


“The plight of the taxpayer is 
serious. He is confronted with the 
results of waste, extravagance, and 
corruption in government. Like 
bankers and captains of industry 
the schools have made mistakes, 
but corruption in school adminis- 
tration is a negligible quantit; . The 
public schools join with the taxpay- 
er in demanding the elimination of 
waste, but they ask that in these 
attempts at economy, there be no 
attempt to destroy the seed corn of 
democracy.” 

Statement Manifests Weakness 


Whatever else may be read into 
the admission on the part of Mr. 
Bogan, undoubtedly it is evident 
that he is willing to concede th-t 
those who are seriously aiming at 
the schools should join the ranks of 
reasonable reform in taxation. This 
in reality is an indictment. If there 
has been one thing in which the 
schools should have functioned, it is 
in leading and pointing out the 
way, in demonstrating ways and 
means by which the public could 
have been preserved from the now 
manifest effects of maladjustment 
in practically every department of 
living. 

Too many educators, just as the 
politicians, have forgotten they are 
servants of the public. Under no 
condition have they the right to 
dictate. As servants their one and 
sole interest at all times ought to 
be efficiency in the service which 
they endeavor to render. 


High ideals, indeed, the very 
highest ideals, today as always, are 
extant in the teaching profession. 
This very idealism, nevertheless, at 
times is misleading. For there are 
ideals and ideals. The ideals of 
those upon which our democracy, 
in fact upon which any reasonable 
form of government can rest, are 
coextensive with human reason and 
the laws of nature. Where these 
are violated human rights undoubt- 
edly will be at stake. 

Strange Philisophy In Offing 

For some unexplainable or least 
unexplained reason, hints have 
from time to time appeared in the 
press, that possibly another type of 
government might be suggested 
during the time of a crisis. Re- 
ports from the very capital of the 
nation have intimated something 


akin to a dictatorship. Our Ameri-

}|a strange spell of lethargy and in- 


activity and of stupidity, when in- 
ferences of this type go unchal- 
lenged. Ours is a patient and long- 
suffering nation. In other days ut- 


terances of the kind would have| 


been branded treason! Today—the 
attitude seems to indicate that no 
one really cares. 


To Seek Underlying Causes 


Before an elite gathering in the 
Horace Mann Auditorium at Teach- 
ers’ College, Professor Thomas 
Briggs, wearing the spectacles of 
optimism, offered the following en- 
couraging revelations: “High 
schools bankrupt in education; pre- 
sent results fail to justify huge 
costs; teachers below standard; stu- 
dents in our secondary schools un- 
derstand, learn, retain and use little 
of what the curriculum plans.” If 
there exist any words in the dic- 
tionary symbolic of real cheer and 
encouragement, the learned profes- 
sor has overlooked them. 


Possibly Professor Briggs may 
offer solace to Dr. Strayer, for it 
would seem that if an honest in- 
vestigation is made of his various 
claims, he at best has pointed out 
symptoms that may develop into 
something more serious. In fact 
Professor Briggs might as well ac- 
knowledge that he has been dream- 
ing to a certain extent. A growth 
that has showed and manifested 
such vigor and life as has the Ame- 
rican system of education cannot 
be a complete failure. The very as- 
sumption is ridiculous. 


On the other hand, the very 
growth of the system has become 
one of its real handicaps to effec- 
tive cultural work. Any school 
system, which devolves into a mere 
system of card indexes, with so 
many names and figures, is lacking 
the essential human contact be- 
tween teacher and pupil. On the 
financial side, the immensity of the 
system may have the tendency of 
drawing the field of education into 
the domain of “big” finance. 


Where Pride Should Be Eliminated 


Owing to its success, the public 
school system has often looked ask- 
ance at private institutions of 
learning. This is entirely wrong, 
for the fact is that private institu- 
tions are necessarily hedged in by 
certain limitations. Any private 
school must aim at rigid economy, 
which, however, does not imply 
“stinginess”’, to survive. In order to 
meet all competition, the private 
school must offer practically every- 
thing that can be offered in the 
field, and in addition to this it must 
possess a special appeal in some 
particular lines of enterprise. 


If private schools plunge into idle 
speculation they merely threaten to 
bring about quick and definite ruin. 
When public schools speculate, the 
loss can be checked—at least it 
has been in the past—against the 
pocketbook of the taxpayer. If the 
unfaithful or inefficient ministers 
of the public interest could be held 
chargeable, something worthwhile 
would be attained. 


Private Schools Have Followed 
Sane Policy. 


Private schools have indicated in 
this particular matter what might 
be a solution of an intricate pro- 
blem. There is no question that 
private schools in many instances 
have taken advantage of the pro- 
gress made by the system of the 
public schools. The policy of the 
former has been to embody those 
thoughts that had been tried and 
found successful, whereas mere 
frills and fancies of an ephemeral 
nature have been left untouched. 


Professor Briggs suggests a cen- 
tral planning commission in order 
to lead back into a promised land 
of felicity what he believes is a 
bankrupt organization. By what 
tokens does the professor establish 
the omniscience of this central com- 
mission? Perhaps his commission 
will be endowed with the infallible 
wisdom of the Strayer report. 


It is little short of folly to advo- 
eate such a superbody. In a coun- 
try as far stretched as ours, local 
authorities, if they are sincere and 
competent, can well enough man- 
age their local affairs. Let the en- 
deavor be to keep education demo- 


cratic in preference to any sembl-

‘fn order that you may better un- 
derstand the full meaning, of the 
od, Article of the Apostles” Creed, 
we repeat the Ist. and add the 2nd.

This 2nd. Article teaches that 
the “Word”, the Seeand Person of 
the most Holy Trinity, besides be- 
ing “GOD, having the self-same

soul ike ours. . 
‘Jesus Christ is’: “Ged ‘the Son,. 
made MAN ‘for us.” He is truly 
GOD. He is True God and True 
Man. 

It is necessary for us te give you 
a number of Bible que@tations, so 
that you may read and know the 
foundations fer the teachings of 
the Creed. For instance, im the 9th. 
chapter of St. Paul’s letter to the 
Romans, he says Jesus Christ “is 
over all things, GOD blessed for- 
ever.” In the very Ist. chapter of 
St. John we read: “The WORD 
was GOD.” 

In the Apocalypse of St. John we 


find these powerful ‘werds (1-8 


17-18), “I am the Alpha and Ome- 


iga, the beginning and the end, 
saith THE LORD GOD Who is, 
‘and Who was, and Who is to come 
The Almighty. ..I am the first 
land last, and alive, and WAS 
‘DEAD; and behold I am living for- 
ever and ever, and have the keys 
of death and of hell.” 

If you are unusually interested 
in the Seriptural proof of the Div- 
pam of Christ, why not look up 
ithe following Bible texts ? --Romans 
-XIV-11; Philippians, 2-10; Heb- 
jrews, Ist. 5-6-8-9; Hebrews, Ist.-6. 
‘Our children should be more in- 
‘terested in the Bible proofs of the 
Catholic teachings. 

And Jesus Christ is also truly 
MAN, as well as GOD. 

God the Son took upon. Himself 
human nature, and united it te His 
‘Divine Nature, so as to form but 
ONE PERSON. This is what. is 
meant by His Incarnation. St. Paul 
says that Jesus Christ “being in 
the FORM OF GOD, thought it 
not robbery to be equal with God, 
but emptied Himself, taking the 
FORM OF A SERVANT, being 
made in the likeness of men.” 
(Phillipians, 2—6-7). “In the be- 
gimming was the WORD, and the 
WORD was GOD.” “And the 
WORD was made FLESH.” From 
these clear terms of St. John (1— 
1-4), we ean reasenably conciude 
that there are TWO NATURES im 
Jesus Christ. These Two Natures 
are so united as to form ONE 
PERSON. In the Athanasian Creed 


we find these words: “As soul and 
body is one man, so Ged and man 
is ONE Christ.” “I and the Father 
are ONE.” (John 10-30.) 

Jesus Christ was not always 
GOD and MAN. Before His Incar- 
nation the Sen ef Ged existed in 
the Nature of Ged only; from the 
time of His Inearnation He exists 
in two natures, the same Person 
being both God and Man. Will He 
always exist in Twe Natures? Yes: 
Ist. because He is called a “Priest 
forever”. (Hebrews V-6); 2nd. be- 
cause St. Paul says, “Jesus Christ 
yesterday and teday, HE IS THE 


SAME FOREVER.” (Hebrews 
xiii-8). 
In conclusion, today’s lesson 


weuld not be complete without tel- 
ime you WHY God the Sen was 
made Man. It was to save us from 
sin and hell. As Man He could. 
suffer, as Ged He could not suffer, 
hence He became Man and was 
subject to human sufferings, such 
as hunger, fatigue, grief, tempta-_ 
tions, pain and even death. He was 
subject to all our infirmities, ex- 
cept sm.
